(a) Independent Claim 1 recites a "rotational 
means" on the frame and the invention more broadly encompasses 
a support and associated drive for rotating the crankshaft 
about its rotational axis, and 

(b) Independent Claim 1 recites "tilt means on the 
frame mounting the crankshaft to tilt the crankshaft at 
various angles to the plunging axis" and the invention more 
broadly encompasses a support and associated drive to shift 
the crankshaft relative to the plunging axis. 

8. The above errors arose without any deceptive 
intention on my part. 
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9. The specification, drawings and original claims 
remain unchanged from the x 140 patent.
